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TYROLESE BUILDERS AND CRAFTSMEN

T is a universally accepted truism that 
the individuality of a country’s art 
largely the result of the peculiar geo- 
graphical _ position which it enjoys. 

This is pre-eminently true of the history of 
the arts and crafts in that portion of the 
Eastern Alps known as the Tyrol. ‘The 
pass over the Brenner, along whose narrow 
valleys lie the chief cities of the ‘Tyrol, 
the lowest and easiest of the great traverses 
over the main chain of the Alps. The 
Romans in ancient times, 
the Middle Ages on their 
southern ports, and 
the merchants and 
traders of all ages 
have known this fact 
and made it the most 
used of all the passes. 

At the close of the 
10th Century the 
power of the country 
concentrated in the 
hands of the Counts 
of Eppan, Tyrol and 
Andechs, — together 
with the church lords 
of the Sees of Trent, 
Brixen and Chur. 
Until the Tyrol fell 
into the hands of the 
Hapsburgs, in 1363, 
the country was the 
cockpit of the fac- 
tional fights between 
Guelphs and Ghibel- 
lines. Under Sigis- 
mund, later created 
archduke by the Em- 
peror, whose acces- 
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the crusaders of 
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sion to the throne took place in 1446, the 
country became peaceful and settled, and 
laid the foundation for its future prosperity. 
Because of the sudden discovery of vast min- 
eral wealth stored in the 'Tyrolese moun- 
tains the archduke found an easy means of 
providing himself with the necessary funds 
for holding a large and sumptuous court, and 
for the indulgence of his interest in the - 
and the chase. This monarch, who led : 

gay and varied existence, did much for. the 
advancement of art, and at his court in Inns- 
bruck he kept employed large numbers of 
painters, sculptors, 
glass workers and 
jewelers. For the 
erection of his nu- 
merous lodges he em- 
ployed many foreign 
architects of note. 

It was not until 
the reign of the 
Archduke Maximil- 
ian, however, that 
the art of the Tyrol 
reached its climax. 
Under the patronage 
of this ruler, who 
not only showed a 
deep interest in the 
arts, but was also a 
critic and connois- 
seur of ability, all the 
arts flourished. 
Among the artists 
who worked in Inns- 
bruck or who 
stopped there on 
their journeys to and 
from Italy long 
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enough to contribute some product of their 
genius are the painters, Albrecht Durer, 
Cronaca, Titian and Fontana; the Flemish 
sculptor, Alexander Colin, and _ his son, 
Abraham; Michael Pacher, the great wood 
‘arver, and the metal workers, Cavalli and 
Paul Trabel, the latter responsible for the 
grilles enclosing Maximilian’s tomb in the 
‘athedral at Innsbruck. ‘To this list we must 
add the names of Gigl Sessenschreiber and 
the immortal Peter Visscher, who execuicd 
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on less remote locations were chosen, and 
they were often built in the valleys instead 
of upon some inaccessible crag. Large 
rooms with high ceilings took the place of 
cramped and badly lighted chambers. The 
discovery of wonderfully rich silver mines 
in the upper Innenthal created an abundance 
of wealth and gave powerful stimulus to the 
arts and crafts, whose workers were quick to 
seize this opportunity to develop and perfect 
their skill. 
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the famous statues of the knights in the 
same church. 

The life of the barons was until the 15th 
Century a primitive existence and the in- 
teriors of their castles were but little more 
than cold, gloomy cells. Later several causes 
operated to reduce the power of the isolated 
nobles and to create a more luxurious stand- 
ard of living. The general use of gun- 
powder in warfare, an invention of the previ- 
ous century, altered the fortress-like con- 
struction of the castles, whose walls were no 
protection against this new foe. From then 
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The continual stream of commerce that 
poured through this little country brought 
artists from Italy and Flanders who taught 
the native craftsmen. While the tolls that 
the prosperous post cities of Sterzing, Hall, 
Schwaz and Rattenburg levied on the pass- 
ing travelers brought to them silks and 
stuffs, silver and metal from the north, and 
from the south spices and the wares of the 
Orient, it was not until 1665 when the line 
of 'Tyrolese Hapsburgs ended and the coun- 
try was made an integral part of the Aus- 
trian Empire that this period of artistic 
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and commercial prosperity began to wane. 

Of the five or six hundred castles once 
existing in the Tyrol, more than three hun- 
dred are in absolute ruin. Of many there is 
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nothing left but a bit of wall or pile of stones 
to tell the mute story of their pillage and 
burning. Those that remain intact have met 
varying fates, some being used as farmhouses 
or barns and a few still in the possession of 
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the original families or preserved as local 
museums. Among the more famous and 
better preserved are Schloss Tyrol, Schloss 
Frundsberg, Kufstein and Buon Consiglio. 
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In the castle of Reifenstein, situated near 
the village of Elzenbaum, there are some in- 
teriors in an excellent state of preservation. 
The carved wood doors illustrated area typi- 
‘al example of the Tyrolese skill in wood 
carving, an art in which they were supreme. 
Especially in plant forms do they excel, and 
in the illustrations are shown carved wood 
ceiling beams that exhibit the exceedingly 
free manner in which they handled adapta- 
tions of plant life. Their rendering of floral 
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forms in designs of infinite variety gave 
every possible scope to the individual artist, 
and prove that the work was done not by 
mere artisans slavishly copying a set design, 
but by masters whose brain evolved and 
whose hand executed this work. Unlike their 
English or Italian brethren, they worked 
mostly in the soft woods which the country 
supplied and no doubt this contributed large- 
ly to individuality and absence of conven- 
tional forma. 

Schloss Anger near Klausen has a pic- 
turesque situation on the left bank of the 
Kisak. Its exterior stairway, with simple 
arcaded window and grille, is suggestive of 
an Italian hand. One recalls instinctively 
glimpses of courtyards in old Viterbo. In 
the photographs are shown a rich and ele- 
gant interior with refined Gothic paneling 
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and beamed ceiling. The door is especially 
beautiful, not a little of the effect being due 
to its hinges of spirited workmanship. 

The interiors in these castles are generally 
panelled with plain boards framed by mold- 
ings and often decorated by Gothic tracery. 
The doors are usually of thick plank set in 
a heavy frame and provided with elaborately 
extending’ hinges. ‘The wealth of well 
wrought hardware in the Tyrol atiest the 
artisan’s skill in the use of this metal. Often 
this iron work is painted and gilded, and 
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sometimes is underlaid by a_ polychrome 
ground. 

Hall, a once prosperous posting town 
about five miles from Innsbruck, has a pic- 
turesque old Munzerturm that in the illus- 
tration is boldly silhouetted against the 
nearby mountains, and an interesting Rath- 
haus dating from the 16th Century, with 
a broad sweep of roof, battlements and 
balconies to delight the painter’s eye. One 
of the interiors is shown, a low ceilinged 
room with Flemish wainscoting and curious 
benches upon which the carver has contented 
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himself with merely applying surface decor- 
ation. 

Many of the rooms in the Tyrol suggest 
the thought that they were executed entirely 
by artists from Flanders, then again we find 
some that have an undoubted Italian proto- 
type. A third class are distinctly Tyrolean 
and can be traced in origin only to the fan- 
tasies in the brain of the local artist. 

Besides wood carving, by far the greatest 
innate taste and fertility of imagination has 
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always been shown in the Tyrolese work in 
wrought iron. One of the most characteris- 
tic phases which this branch of craftsman- 
ship has taken on are the quaint signs that 
mark the village inns and shops. A more 
decorative feature of street architecture can 
scarcely be imagined, and they contribute 
greatly to the charm of these towns. In the 
illustrations are shown an example of these 
signs taken from Bozen, delicate and lace- 
like in character. The diminutive figures of 
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horses often used on these signs are naive, 
and quite frequently refined bits of model- 
ing. 

Through all this Tyrolean work there runs 
a strain of imagination and adaptability of 
design, sometimes accompanied by a naive 
playfulness, but always intensely full of the 
artist’s personality, and his readiness to as- 
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& Long, of Minneapolis, against Louis 
Andersch, also of Minneapolis. The opin- 
ion given by Judge Bunn is as follows:

An Important Decision for 
Architects 
It is believed that there will be general 
satisfaction among architects over the clear- 
cut decision of the Minnesota supreme court 
on the question of a lien against land to 
secure pay for plans. The lawsuit which 
resulted in this interpretation of the lien law 
was brought by Messrs. Long, Lamoreaux 
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though he does not supervise the construc- 
tion. 

If the owner, after the plans are fur- 
nished, of his own volition and without fault 
of the architect abandons the construction of 
a building on the land, the architect has a 
lien on the land. An actual improvement is 
not necessary to a lien. 

2. The contract between the architect and 
the owner was that the former should furnish 
plans and specifications for and supervise 
the construction of the building for an entire 
consideration based on a percentage of the 
total cost. The lien statement was filed 
within ninety days after the owner repu- 
diated the contract. It is held that such 
statement was filed in time, though the last 
work on the plans and specifications was 
done more than ninety days prior thereto. 
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TWO AND THREE-ROOM APARTMENTS 
OF THE PACIFIC COAST

HILE the general tendency of 

the apartment house investor and 

tenant in the east has been toward 

larger apartments, ranging up to 
suites of twenty-four rooms each, the Pacific 
Coast architects have, during the past few 
years, developed the two and three-room 
apartments to an astonishing degree. Owing 
to the advertising of the natural resources, 
the climatic conditions and wonderful scen- 
ery of the coast the increase of the popula- 
tion and the tourist travel has been enor- 
mous. Many cities doubled in size with each 
successive census and, naturally, such in- 
crease in population greatly taxed the hous- 
ing facilities. 

It was probably in Los Angeles, where 
the tourist population was the 
heaviest, that the idea of the 
elimination of the bed-chamber 
originated. The city was visited 
yearly by thousands who stayed 
for months at a time. For such 
people the single hotel room, 
with its bed in sight and in the 
way, offered little comfort or 
convenience, and hotel suites 
were too expensive. With the 
introduction of the disappearing 
bed, a room with the bed hidden 
in the closet proved attractive 
and gained popularity. These 
beds are simple in operation, 
easy to ventilate and sanitary. 
To the single room with its bed 
closet was added the bathroom, 
and later the kitchenette and the 
reception hall and the two-room 
apartment was complete. Build- 
ings with two-room and later with three- 
room apartments were built in large num- 
bers in all the coast cities, and their tenants 
are not limited to tourists, but include people 
of all classes, who make such a suite their 
permanent home. 

Many different disappearing beds have 
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at different times been put on the market. 

The style of disappearing bed illustrated 
in views of the Brown Apartments is called 
the “rolling bed.” This follows the lines of 
the ordinary bed in appearance. The closet 
floor is raised to the height of 22” to form a 
recess to receive the bed during the day. 
This recess is lined with metal to guard 
against vermin. This metal is furnished by 
the manufacturers of the bed. The bed is 
ventilated by means of a metal duct from 
the outside of the building through the bed 
recess to the roof. A bookcase or buffet is 
built in the living or dining-room and the 
lower portion of this furniture forms a panel 
26” high and 4’ 6” wide. This panel is fast- 
ened to the head of the bed and is the means 
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of drawing it to any part of the room. Such 
beds take a recess 4’ 6” wide, 6’ 6” deep and 
22” high under the closet floor, and 26” high 
in the built-in furniture, which gives space 
for the pillows. When the bed is made up 
and rolled into the recess it leaves no trace 
of its presence in the room. 
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under the counter-shelf, well supported and 
so placed that it will answer the purpose of a 
breakfast table, and still not take up room in 
the kitchen when not in use. This conveni- 
ence is proving exceedingly popular. 
Individual dumb-waiter service for kitch- 
enettes has received much attention in coast 
cities. Dumb-waiters are operated by indi- 
vidual motors or in batteries by means of 
‘ables running in the attic space or on the 
basement ceiling. Several unique controlling 
devices are used to automatically stop the 
‘ar at the various floors. ‘The shaft is framed 
out 22” square, and an iron cage, 17”x17”’x 
30” high, is sufficiently large for any service 
necessary. Groceries, laundry, mail, etc., 
are received by the janitor, placed in the in- 
dividual delivery boxes in the basement and 
sent to the kitchens when called for by the 
tenants. This keeps delivery boys, mail car- 
riers, ete., out of the halls and corridors. By 
means of the dumb-waiter garbage is also 
sent directly from the kitchen to the base- 
ment. Dumb-waiters for four-story build- 
ings, serving one or two kitchens on a floor, 
average about $200 each, installed.

which superseded the kitchen and 
pantry, is most convenient when 
about 7’ 6” wide and 9’ long. By 
proper arrangement, the sink, 
range, refrigerator, built-in cab- 
inets, dumb-waiter, ete., are all 
within arm’s length of each other, 
which saves many stepsinthe prep- 
aration of a meal. The cabinets 
should be properly proportioned 
and should provide ample shelves 
for dishes, an open counter-shelf, 
and plenty of drawers, shelves and 
bins below. Open shelves under 
) the sink and enclosed shelves and 
drawers under the drain board 
should also be built in. Since the 
kitchenette is reduced to such 
small proportions and many peo- L 
ple are desirous of eating light S 
meals in the kitchen, it is well to 
provide a sliding board, slightly

Two closets are preferable for either the two 
or three-room apartments, in which case the 
large one answers the purpose of dressing- 
room, and the smaller one is for the accom- 
modation of street apparel. These closets 
should be placed so that access may be had 
from the reception hall, and the door of the 
smaller may be finished with a mirror and 
such hardware necessary to make it answer 
the purpose of a hall-tree. A drawer at the 
bottom is convenient for shoes, rubbers, ete. 

The ideal arrangement of a 
two-room apartment may be seen 
in Fig. 1. Here the reception 
hall opens from the main corri- 
dor and gives access to the liv- 
ing-room, bath and closet. The 
convenience of such a plan is ob- 
vious, for the most privacy pos- 
sible is gained thereby. The 
kitchenette is not accessible from 
the reception hall because of the 
dumb-waiter service mentioned 
above. Fig. 3 shows the com- 
plete two-room apartment shown 
in the plan. The camera was 
placed in the reception hall and 
the picture includes a corner of 
the reception hall, the bath in 
which can be seen the step to the 
dressing-closet, the kitchenette 
and the living-room. The disap- 
pearing bed is fastened to the 
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panel, which forms the lower 
portion of the buffet, and may 
be drawn to any part of the 
room. 

The ideal arrangement of the 
three-room apartment is shown 
in Fig. 2. Again the reception 
hall gives access to all rooms ex- 
cept the kitchen, and the advan- 
tage here is that either the living- 
room or dining-room has access 
to the bath, closets or corridor 
without passing through the 
other. With this arrangement, 
also, it is possible to entertain, 
to a similar degree, as in the 
ordinary five-room apartment 
having two chambers. In fact, 
the well - arranged three - room 
apartment may be compared fa- 
vorably with the five-room apart- 
ment for convenience, for it is similar in all 
respects, except that the disappearing beds 
take the place of the chambers. For the 
tenant, this fact means less work and 
slightly cheaper rent, and for the investor 
it means more apartments in the same floor 
space and a slightly increased return on the 
investment. 

As in all housing problems, the architect 
must use discretion in the design of buildings

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AGE DEFECTS IN BUILDINGS 
CORRESPONDENT comment- 
ing upon an article which ap- 
peared in this journal some time 
ago, under the above title, ad- 

vances the theory that a larger proportion 
of the defects which develop in buildings 
not subjected to abuse or wear for which 
they were not intended, is due to defective 
workmanship and materials which entered 
into their construction than to the ordinary 
ravages of time. 

It is undoubtedly true that much of the 
high quality which was built into the struc- 
tures erected fifty years ago, has, through 
methods of competition and the modern 
tendency to do work by the wholesale, been 
largely omitted from modern _ buildings. 
The condition is one which merits the most 
earnest attention, both of the owner and of 
the architect. Regardless of whether or not 
the fault lies primarily with the owner who 
now, nine times out of ten, demands the 
cheapest possible price for a given improve- 
ment, the architect can unquestionably do 
much to improve the situation by making 
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his plans and specifications so definite as to 
discourage contractors from submitting a 
price insufficient to complete the work, and 
then resorting to well-known methods in- 
volving substitution of materials and equip- 
ment in order to avoid loss on the contract. 
It is generally recognized among criminol- 
ogists that “opportunity makes the rascal,” 
and the “or equal” clause by presenting the 
opportunity for substitution has without 
doubt contributed largely to defective build- 


ings. When supplemented by the “lump 
sum” contract, a condition is inevitably 


created which it is almost impossible for 
even the most alert and _ conscientious 
architect to cope with successfully. By 
eliminating this indefinite and _ contro- 
versy-producing clause, and calling spe- 
cifically for the thing desired—or per- 
haps taking figures on two or more de- 
vices which it is considered will answer the 
requirements, but determining which is to 
be used and what the price for it is, before 
awarding contract—and then adopting the 
Quantity Survey System, by which an 
owner pays for all the materials used, but 
for none not required, the quality of the 
buildings constructed in this country could 
unquestionably be immeasurably improved. 
Moreover, owners would then receive full 
value for the money expended, and _inci- 
dentally many business failures among con- 
tractors who are unfortunate in being un- 
able to make the changes contemplated when 
estimating, would be avoided. 

By these comparatively simple reforms, 
largely in the hands of architects, can the 
whole business of building be changed to 
the very great and obvious advantage of 
everybody concerned. 

It would seem as though there were many 
and potent arguments in favor of, and no 
argument of any consequence that could be 
advanced in opposition to these reforms. 
Apparently all that is lacking in order to 
put them into effect is organization. If 
they are not adopted and the present sys- 
tem, or lack of it, by which buildings are 
constructed, is continued for a few years 
more, there appears to be great danger that 
the buildings being erected in the present 
age will deteriorate to such an extent that 
they may have to be replaced within our 
own time, instead of remaining a monument 
to the skill and ability of the present gener- 
ation of architects. 
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THE DESIRABILITY OF REDUCING SIDE- 
WALK OBSTRUCTIONS TO THE MINIMUM 


HE general movement toward the 
elimination of sidewalk obstructions 

in the larger cities of this country 

has been brought to the attention of 

the public by the controversy now under 
way in New York, between the officials in 
charge of the new subway construction and 
the Broadway Association, composed of 
merchants and business men whose property 
lies along the line of rapid transit exten- 
sion. It may be said that sidewalk traffic 
is now so great on the principal streets of 
our larger cities that any obstructions ex- 
tending beyond the building line invariably 
produce serious congestion, tending not 
only toward the inconvenience of the pub- 
lic, but operating to the disadvantage of 
merchants, the value of whose window dis- 
plays is largely dependent upon the free 
and uninterrupted passage of pedestrians. 
The arrangement of structures in connec- 
tion with the subways, providing entrance 
and exit facilities, and also means of ven- 
tilation, can probably be safely left to the 
skill and ability of the engineers engaged 
in this work, either as the city’s employees 
or as the experts of interested parties, but 
architects as a class can do much toward 
preserving sidewalks unobstructed from 
building line to curb by refraining from in- 
corporating in their plans any features 
encroaching in the slightest degree upon 
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ihe sidewalk area or projecting above the 
sidewalk level. 

The most usual causes for complaint are 
areas depressed below the sidewalk level, 
surrounded by railings or covered by grat- 
ings, certain types of vault light construc- 
tions, vent heads connecting to either the 
plumbing system or basement rooms, hose 
connections, vault doors with hinges project- 
ing above sidewalk level and various en- 
trance features, which are habitually de- 
signed by some architects to encroach on 
public streets. 

Care and ingenuity on the part of the 
designer will ordinarily provide a means of 
overcoming the necessity for any one of these 
features being handled in a manner that 
would render it an obstruction to traffic. 
Even the projecting ornamental entrance is 
not in any sense required to an adequate 
architectural treatment of a building, as is 
conclusively shown by the treatment of 
structures in cities where building laws 
prohibit the projection of steps, columns or 
other features beyond the building line. 
Any desire of owners to add to the facilities 
or appearance of their own property at the 
expense of the public, should be discour- 
aged, not only as an offense against the 
public, but as inviting future expense and 
inconvenience when the time comes, as _ it 
already has in many instances, that these 
obstructions are removed by order of the 
city. Such removal in addition to the ex- 
pense involved, usually leaves a more or less 
patched and unsightly condition.

EARLY ENGLISH LEAD WORK 


The Illustrations are from English Lead Work, Its Art and History

'T does not appear that the true value of 
the decorative qualities of lead work has 
ever been thoroughly appreciated in this 
country. This, notwithstanding the fact 
that the many and very desirable adaptations 
of the metal as an embellishment to architec- 
ture, and its possibilities in the formal gar- 
den, have for centu- 
ries been recognized 
in Europe and more 
particularly in Eng- 
land. Sogeneral 
was its use in Eng- 
land at one time that 
the ingenuity of the 
metal worker, com- 
bined with a high ar- 
tistic sense, gave to 
lead work its greatest 
development. 

Existing antique 
lead work has allure- 
ment for many peo- 
ple of many different 
tastes. : 

In a word on the 
art and history of 
English lead work, 
by Mr. Lawrence 
Weaver,* he states: 
“The art of lead 
work is as living as 
it is individual. Its 
chief applications are 
in architecture, where 
they are many and 
necessary.” 

The purely ultili- 
tarian use of lead is 
too well known to 
warrant any special 
reference, but the 
artistic working of the metal is an entirely 
different matter. The earliest form of 
decorative work in lead is probably to be 
found in the baptismal font. Many of 
the parish churches in England have lead

fonts. These, fortunately, have withstood 
the ravages of time and the _ restorers, 
and, as their great artistic value is now 
recognized, will probably be guarded and 
preserved. 

Early lead fonts were of different forms. 
Their decorative treatment has led to many 
discussions on the 
part of antiquaries 
who have sought to 
impart in certain in- 
stances —symbolical 
meanings to the va- 
rious elements that 
dominate the design. 

Another early ar- 
tistic use of lead, and 
a form more widely 
familiar, perhaps, 
than any other, was 
the various styles of 
‘ain water  leader- 
heads. Thousands of 
these “rain heads” 
are in existence and 
serving their original 
purpose in many 
places throughout 
Europe. Inno place 
are they to be found 
in a higher state of 
artistic development 
than in the old man- 
sions and more pre- 
tentious dwellings 
that had their origin 
in the “Tudor peri- 
od.” In fact, some 
of these designs have 
become common by 
reason of their oft- 
repeated illustration. 

That the lead worker found in these rain 
heads an opportunity to exercise his artistic 
skill and became interested in their devel- 
opment is beyond question. The few exam- 
ples illustrated herewith will convey but an 
inadequate impression of the wide range of

artistic ideas that were lavished on_ this 
detail of early English buildings. 

An example from Windsor Castle, dat- 
ing 1589, is one of the earliest of existing 
rain heads. The design is interesting as

commingling the Lion of England with the 
Fleur-de-Lys of France. But a few years 
later, in 1602, is a rain head from Had- 
don Hall, while the example illustrated 
above, and from the same building, would 
seem to indicate in the finer character of its 
design executed at a much later period. 
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An example of the most artistic form of 
rain head is shown in the elaborately 
designed and executed example from Bolton 
Hall on page 415. 

We learn from the work by Mr. Weaver, 
already quoted, that in the making of these 
heads the metal worker pursued in all cases

practically the same method. The main or 
box part, after being beaten to shape, is sol- 
dered, the cornice cast in lengths, mitered 
and soldered. ‘The dentils and all ornaments 
are cast separately and likewise affixed with 
solder. 

While the hand of the “restorer” has very 
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largely done away with the leaded spires of 
parish churches in England, sufficient exam- 
ples remain as interesting records of the use 
of lead in spire and roof construction. 

Weaver, referring to the passing of the 
use of lead for the covering of spires, states: 
“The leaded spire has a character of its own, 
and maintains its character of a spiritualized 
roof more intelligibly than a stone spire can 
do. The white, almost glistening patina 
which comes on lead with age, where air is 
not befouled with city smoke, makes the spire 
stand like a frosted spear against the sky.” 

The celebrated lead covered twisted spire 
of Chesterfield has been the cause of almost 
as much controversy as the Leaning ‘Tower 
of Pisa. Each disputant claims a different 
reason or cause for this abnormality. From 
one we learn that “the leads are so disposed 
as to give a twisted appearance,” while an- 
other is equally insistent that the effect is 
due to the warping of the main timbers. 
Without seeking to learn the true cause, we 
are content to accept this twisted tower as 
an architectural aberration of considerable 
interest. 

While there are to be found good exam- 
ples of statuary cast in lead, the majority of 
the early work of this character has perhaps 
more antiquarian than artistic interest. 

Modern examples of lead as used in the 
decorative treatment of architecture are not 
always satisfactory. Unfortunately, the 
modern craftsman cannot in most cases be 
trusted to work out in this metal his own 
ideas and must be led by those more compe- 
tent in designing. Hand-wrought lead, like 
hand-wrought iron, presents an opportunity 
to embellish certain elements of architectural 
design that should receive more general rec- 
ognition.

containing small apartments. The property 
value and the neighborhood in which the 
building is to be erected must have a bearing 
on the size of the rooms, the kind of interior 
finish, and the expense of the construction 
and decoration. But in all cases, rooms 
should be made light and airy; courts should 
be made of ample size, regardless of the size 
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and height of the improvements on the neigh- 
boring property; corridors should be light 
and wide; stairs and elevators should be 
properly located so that they are convenient 
and prominent. So also should the architect 
consider the tenant and arrange built-in fur- 
niture, conveniences, fixtures, accordingly, 
so that the income from the investment will 
be consistent with the first cost and the 
running expense of the improvement. 


The Best Protection for National 


and Other Art Treasures 

A writer in The Builder (London), dis- 
cussing the measures and precautions that 
have been taken to safeguard national art 
treasures from possible damage by air-craft 
attacks, sets forth with considerable reason 
the institution of one central authority, such 
as a Ministry of the Fine Arts, that would 
be directly responsible to the country for the 
safety of its artistic treasures. 

It is believed that at a crisis as at present 
exists in Europe, such an authority would 
be competent to specify the objects worthy 
of special protection and recommend the 
best methods for protecting them. Com- 
menting on the desirability of such a course, 
the article continues 

“As it is at present each institution ap- 
pears to be under separate and independent 
management. Considerable difference of 
opinion may be imagined to exist between 
the different custodians as to the necessity 
of taking any precautions at all; and if so, 
how many, and also as to the best method 
of taking them. It is satisfactory to know 
that some of the best pictures of the National 
Gallery, the Elgin Marbles, and other treas- 
ures of the British Museum—not forgetting 
the Great Auk’s egg at the Natural History 
Museum—are placed in safety; but it is 
quite possible that it has not even occurred 
to the guardians of one or the other of such 
buildings as the Tower of London, the Rec- 
ord Office, or Westminster Abbey that they 
are responsible for national treasures equally 
worthy of protection. Prompt and efficient 
action may have been taken in all such cases, 
but so far as we are aware it has not been 
announced. The existence of a Ministry of 
Fine Arts would remove all doubt on the 
matter.” 
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Legacies of the Past Held for 
Benefit of the Future 


At a meeting of the Italian Academies, 
Universities, State Libraries and Institutes 
of Art and Science, recently held in Flor- 
ence, a resolution was adopted, in the hope 
that its promulgation would in a measure 
tend to lessen the danger of further despolia- 
tion and destruction of works of art. 

This resolution reads as follows: 

“Affirming that it is the duty of our gen- 
eration to preserve that patrimony of Art 
and Culture bequeathed and entrusted to it, 
and that it is responsible to future genera- 
tions for this sacred charge, it is desired that 
all artistic and historic monuments, galleries 
and museums, libraries and archives—in 
short, all seats of learning and collections 
of art and culture—may be respected by bel- 
ligerent armies with all possible efficacy both 
during and after war, as being glorious lega- 
cies of the Past held for the benefit of the 
Future, and the property not of this or that 
nation, but belonging in common to the 
whole civilized world.” 


To Assist Draftsmen 


The architects of New York City are re- 
ported to be engaged in the collection of a 
fund to help draftsmen who in these de- 
pressed times are without work, and as a 
consequence without resources. Loans made 
from this fund will be arranged for easy re- 
payment after employment is secured, and 
will carry a low rate of interest to give them 
a commercial aspect. It is believed that the 
committee in charge of this movement will 
probably develop automatically into a com- 
mittee of employment. 


The architects in charge are desirous of 
receiving applications from draftsmen in 
need of assistance, and will consider all re- 
quests confidential. These applications may

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Seventeenth Century Church 
Edifices Extant 


From an item which recently appeared in 
the Pittsburgh Headlight, it appears that 
the following list of church edifices built in 
this country during the seventeenth century, 
have escaped the destroying hand of time, 
and the more destructive neglect and indif- 
ferent attitude of man. St. Luke’s, Smith- 
field, Va., 1632, a brick building, of which 
Joseph Bridger was the architect; the Ship 
Meeting House, so called because it was 
built of ship’s timbers, at Hingham, Mass., 
1681; the Quaker Meeting House at Flush- 
ing, 1692; “Gloria Dei,’’ Swedish, Philadel- 
phia, 1697; Trinity, Wilmington, Del., and 
the Dutch Reformed Church at Oakland, 
N. J., both built of stone in 1698. 


The Menace to Italian Art 


Profiting by the experience of Belgium 
and eastern France, where the ravages of 
war played havoc with priceless objects of 
art, Italy has begun the removal to a place 
of comparative safety great stores of an- 
tiques and art works located in northern 
Italian cities. These are being taken to 
Sicily and other points in southern Italy to 
prevent capture or possible damage by bom- 
bardment. 

Florence, Venice, Milan, Genoa and other 
cities are being denuded of portable art ob- 
jects as rapidly as possible. 

Of course, there remains monuments and 
architectural examples, exposed to all the 
dangers attendant on war. 


New Formula for Concrete Slabs 


A draft of a new ordinance to govern fire- 
proof ‘construction of buildings in New York 
City, prepared by a committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, with R. P. Miller as expert, 
contains the following rule for determining 
the safe carrying capacities of concrete-slab 
floors. 
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The gross load in pounds per square foot 
of floor space shall not exceed the product 
of the depth in inches of the reinforcement 
below the top of the slab, by the cross-sec- 
tional area in square inches per foot of width 
of the tensional steel, divided by the square 
of the span in feet, all multiplied by the fol- 
lowing coefficients: When cinder concrete 
is used 14,000 if the reinforcement is not con- 
tinuous over the support, 18,000 if the rein- 
forcement consists of rods or other shapes 
securely hooked over or attached to the sup- 
ports, and 26,000 if the reinforcement con- 
sists of steel fabric continuous over the sup- 
ports; and when stone concrete is used, 30,- 
000 and 40,000 respectively. 

The draft will be presented to the Board 
of Aldermen for passage. ‘This is part of 
the section-by-section revision of the city’s 
building code, now in progress.

Chicago Plans Abolishing Bull- 
Boards 


Public meetings have been held by the 
building committee of the Chicago Council 
to afford opportunity for expression of 
opinion on a proposed ordinance to regulate 
billboards. A campaign on the part of citi- 
zens to abolish billboards from all residence 
sections is being strenuously waged. 

A proposed amendment to the existing 
code has been drafted by the chairman of 
the municipal art committee of the City 
Club, which is co-operating with other 
organizations, as well as individuals, in the 
fight. The new measure makes it unlawful 
to maintain a billboard within 250 feet of a 
hospital, church or school. It bars sign- 
boards from any block in which one half of 
the buildings are residences. 


Architects of Pacific Coast Hold 
Important Exhibition 


An exhibition by the various architectural 
societies of the Pacific coast was opened in 
San Francisco on June 7th. The collection 
comprises examples from nearly every town 
and city of importance in California, as rep- 
resented by upwards of three hundred indi- 
viduals and firms. 
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Douglas Thomas, Jr., Dead 


Douglas Thomas, Jr., of the architectural 
firm of Parker, Thomas & Rice, Boston, 
Mass., was killed in an automobile accident 
while in Baltimore, on June 10th. 

Mr. Thomas was forty-four years old 
He graduated in 1893 from Johns Hopkins 
University, and later studied both at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and 
in Europe. 


Building Operations for May 

The value of the permits taken out for 
new construction during May approximated 
closer to the total of the corresponding 
period in 1914 than that of any preceding 
month this year, amounting, according to 
reports received by Dun’s Review from the 
building departments of eighty-two leading 
cities in the United States, to $73,738,163, 
as against $73,887,228, a decrease of only 
0.2 per cent. 

To quite a material extent this is due to 
the substantial gain at New York, where 
permits were granted calling for the expen- 
diture of $23,667,120, a gain of 64.6 per 
cent. over the $14,381,469 of the same month 
last year. The Borough of Manhattan 
showed $13,566,625, against $7,065,900, 
although $10,000,000 of this amount was 
represented by a single permit for a new 
municipal building. The Bronx, with 
$4,634,950, against $1,857,412, also marks 
an encouraging showing.

in the new Vanderbilt Concourse building, 
Forty-fifth street and Vanderbilt avenue, 
and will transfer their offices to the new 
location during July.

Daniel Chester French, N. A., of New 
York, has been unanimously selected to 
model the statue of Abraham Lincoln, which 
will be placed in the Lincoln Memorial build- 
ing, now being erected in Washington, D. C. 


Chicago’s New Art Collection 

Reference was made in a recent issue of 
THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT to the recom- 
mendation by Mayor Harrison of Chicago, 
of an annual appropriation of $5,000, to 
form a fund for the purchase of pictures and 
sculpture to provide a city art collection. 
An amount of $2,500 has been finally set 
aside for this purpose, and the committee 
appointed has made its selection. 

Thirteen works have been chosen from sev- 
eral hundred exhibited at the Art Institute. 
The prices asked, it is stated, came to more 
than $5,000, but every artist joined in halv- 
ing his price to enable the city to buy the 
collection for the $2,500 appropriated. 

The committee will hold a special meeting 
early next week to decide the disposition— 
temporary and permanent—of the collection. 
Already the principals of fourteen Chicago 
public schools have asked that the collection 
be exhibited to their pupils, and this prob- 
ably will be done for a brief time in each 
school. 








The San Francisco Chapter Meeting 


The regular monthly meeting of the San 
Francisco Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Architects was held Thursday 
evening, November 19th. The meeting was 
presided over by Mr. W. B. Faville, presi- 
dent. More than forty invited guests were 
present, and were welcomed by Mr. Willis 
Polk, who emphasized in his remarks the 
close relationship of the painter, sculptor and 
architect. Mr. B. J. S. Cahill read a schol- 
arly paper, which was received with marked 
attention. He made a strong plea for peace 


and harmony among sculptors, artists and 
architects. He advocated a closer relation- 
ship between them, and indicated that the 
accomplishments of the ancients were due 
to the fact that the Arts were not a thing 
apart, but part of the life of the people, 
and that the modern estrangement between 
art and everyday life is partly due to se- 
questration of artists and craftsmen. Mr. 
Cahill was followed by Mr. Arthur Mat- 
hews who spoke for the artists. Mr. A. 
Sterling Calder, acting chief of the Depart- 
ment of Sculpture, Panama-Pacific Expo- 
sition, had prepared a paper which was read 
by Mr. Faville, owing to Mr. Calder’s ab- 
sence. It contained much constructive crit- 
icism which when applied should bring the 
architect and sculptor to a better under- 
standing of each other’s aims. 





Rhode Island Architects Protest the 
Proposed New Inspection Plan 


Members of the Rhode Island Chapter, 
American Institute of Architects, appeared 
before the City Council committee on city 
property recently and_ presented their 
arguments to that body against the pro- 
posed scheme of having the inspection or 
supervision work on the erection of public 
buildings done by the city instead of by the 
architects as at present. 

The committee was told that the pay 
received by the architects for their supervis- 
ion rarely paid for the time and service put 
into it, and that the principal reason why 
they were desirous of continuing to do the 
work was to save money for the city and to 
insure the erection of the buildings as 
planned by the architects, in order that the 
reputation of the latter might not be jeopar- 
dized by inferior workmen or other causes. 

Eleazer B. Homer presented the main 
argument for the architects, reading a report 
on the matter drawn up for the city property 
committee by the executive committee of the 
Rhode Island Chapter. After the reading of 
the paper the discussion became general, and 
all of those present participated. 
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The architects at the hearing were: 
Eleazer B. Homer, Norman M. Isham, 
Prescott O. Clarke, John H. Cady, Way- 
land 'T. Robertson and George F. Hall, all 
but the last named being members of the 
chapter’s executive committee. 

At the close of the hearing the committee 
promised the visitors that it would take the 
whole matter under consideration and would 
announce a decision as soon as possible.— 
Providence Journal.

BOOK NOTES 
A Book or ARCHITECTURAL AND DEcoRA- 

TIVE Drawines, by Bertram Grosvenor 

Goodhue. Bound in stiff paper covers, 

size 1214 x 17 inches. Price, $8.00. New 

York, The Architectural Book Publish- 

ing Co. 

Mr. Goodhue has undoubtedly cultivated 
to a high state of perfection a natural gift 
for ornamental design. 

The reproduction of many examples of 
his work in this important volume proclaims 
this fact with much insistence. 
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Without in any sense seeking to disparage 
the cultivated artistic sense that is displayed 
throughout the book, we believe it will be- 
come apparent to the critical observer that 
when evolving some graceful motive from a 
mind more than usually fertile in decorative 
ideas, Mr. Goodhue is at his best. His ef- 
forts to sketch directly from nature do not 
appear so entirely “fresh” in their setting 
down. 

In other words, originality would seem to 
be the keynote of this man’s art. Like 
many other men in similar fields, there is evi- 
dence of natural impatience when copying 
from the model before him. That this is an 
attribute of creative art in its highest de- 
velopment cannot be gainsaid. In short, 
originality in any of the efforts of artistic 
delineation is so rare that we are disposed to 
accord the fullest measure of praise when it 
is shown. 


This book tells its own story, and what 
is here set down is merely an acknowledg- 
ment of an artistic ability so generally con- 
ceded as not to need even so sumptuous a 
volume as the present one to actually dem- 
onstrate it. 


Mr. E. Donald Robb has written a 
preface to the work in which he explains 
that the idea of collecting and publishing 
Mr. Goodhue’s drawings originated some 
years ago among the draughtsmen in the 
office of Messrs. Cram, Goodhue & Fergu- 
son. -He states: “We, who were daily im- 
pressed by the remarkable ease with which 
charming sketches for all sorts of things 
* * * * seemed to flow from his pen 
or pencil, felt that the public should be given 
the opportunity of sharing our enjoyment.” 

An additional feature of the text is an ar- 
ticle appreciative of Mr. Goodhue’s art, con- 
tributed by Mr. Frank Chouteau Brown. 

The reproductions have been divided into 
two parts, Part I being pictorial drawings 
of architectural subjects and sketch book 
scraps; Part II decorative designs, mainly 
typographical, printers’ devices, bookplates 
and the like. 

A book of this description will be an im- 
portant and valuable addition to the work- 
ing library of every one engaged in the prac- 
tice of architecture. It has rare suggestive 
value. 
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Burning Soft Coal 

A folder recently issued by the Utica 
Heater Company, Utica, N. Y., is devoted 
to illustrations and a description of the Im- 
perial Smokeless Soft Coal Boilers, manu- 
factured by this company. 

It is stated that many cities have ordi- 
nances requiring that where soft coal is used 
there shall be no smoke in six to ten minutes 
after stoking. To comply with this ordi- 
nance, a boiler must give such perfect com- 
bustion that the particles of soot are burned 
before reaching the chimney. The Imperial 
Smokeless, it is claimed, accomplishes this 
by a double grate which assures perfect com- 
bustion and consumes the smoke. The heat 
units usually wasted in smoke are saved, 
which, it is stated, means great economy as 
well as smokeless conditions. 

In addition to its efficiency and economy 
it is claimed this boiler also requires but 
reasonable attention. Also that frequent 
stoking is not necessary, and since the smoke 
and soot are consumed, the flues are kept 
clean and require only occasional attention. 
As all fuel passes through two grates, the 
ashes are said to be fine and of small quan- 
tity, indicating complete extraction of heat 
units. 

It is stated that coal supplied to the top 
grate burns with a downward draft. This 
is met by a flame with an upward draft from 
the lower grate which uses only partially 
consumed coal dropping from above. The 
upper grate is hollow and contains water. 
It is cast into each section and provides di- 
rect circulation into the waterways. The 
advantages claimed for this type of grate are 
that the cast iron construction is much more 
durable than wrought iron, that it does away 
with unequal expansion and strains and will 
last as long as any other part of the boiler. 
Furthermore, that this construction avoids 
a multitude of needless joints and outside 
connections and makes circulation more di- 
rect and easy.

The idea of the Alexalite reflector is said 
to be to distribute the light in a manner that 
would screen the source of direct light from 
any possible range of vision, and at the same 
time prevent refractory rays. One of the 
strongest points of advantage claimed for 
the Alexalite is the monolux feature; that 
is, the one-lamp fixture rather than the mul- 
tiple unit.

The ‘‘Skyscraper’’ in New York 

Lawson Purdy, president of the Tax De- 
partment of New York City, has come out 
plainly against skyscrapers, and following 
his lead the Advisory Council of New York 
says that experience has demonstrated that 
tall buildings have a depressing effect on 
taxable and income values of adjoining 
property. Mr. Purdy believes that “a new 
principle affecting American real estate is 
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slowly being evolved, namely, a_ provision 
for light and air as a benefit to adjoining 
property.” ‘These expressions were called 
forth by the proposed ordinance whereby the 
building height in New York City is to be 
300 feet, above which height only 25 per 
cent. of the floor area can be built on without 
any restriction as to height. On some streets 
buildings are to be limited in height to twice 
the street width, and when a greater height 
is desired the building must be set back, 
step fashion, one foot laterally for every four 
feet of height. 


Art Museum for Baltimore 

It is reported that Baltimore is to have a 
Museum of Art. A short time ago one of 
its leading civic bodies, the City-Wide Con- 
gress, appointed a committee to study the 
question of an art museum. ‘The report of 
this committee strongly recommended such 
a movement. As a result a committee of 
ten, including representatives of all Balti- 
more art institutions, was appointed, and 
now the Baltimore Museum of Art has been 
incorporated, with seven of the leading citi- 
zens as incorporators, together with twenty- 
five directors to serve until 1920. It has 
been determined to enter at once upon an 
educational campaign in the way of lectures 
and exhibitions, and when conditions are 
more favorable a campaign for subscriptions 
for the equipment of the museum will be or- 
ganized.

Safety First for Hospitals 

Under the above title, The Dahlstrom

The bill was, it is 
reported, opposed principally by southern 
and western members of the House. 


Annual Meeting of New York State 


Architects’ Association

meeting in Albany, on February 11th, en- 
dorsed the proposed law for the registration 
of architects under the regents, and com- 
mended the work of State Architect Pilcher.

monuments and buildings.

Medal of Honor to be Given Annually 
by the Architectural League 
of New York 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Architectural 
League of New York, held February 20th 
in the rooms of the Architectural League, 
it was decided to establish a Medal of Honor 
for Architecture, to be given by the League 
sach year at its Annual Exhibition. The 
method of awarding this medal will be sim- 
ilar to that now employed by the Commit- 
tee in charge awarding the Medals of Honor 
for Painting and Sculpture. The necessary 
details of the method of award are now being 
worked out by a special committee ap- 
pointed by the League to consider the mat- 
ter. ‘This Committee consists of Mr. Edwin 
H. Blashfield, Mr. Isidore Konti, Mr. Cal- 
vin Kiessling, under the Chairmanship of 
the President of the League, Mr. Cass Gil- 
bert. 

This Committee will draft a preliminary 
report to the officers of the League concern- 
ing the conditions of award. It is the pur- 
pose of the Committee to make the condi- 
tions comprehensive in character so that the 
Medal may be said to represent the true con- 
sensus of artistic opinion in America. 

The Medal will be awarded each year by 
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a Committee on which there will be mem- 
bers of the different professions allied to 
architecture, as well as men who are prac- 
ticing architects. 

The American Institute of Architects has 
a Medal of Honor of national importance 
which is given from time to time for works 
of merit by a Committee appointed from 
the national organization. This medal of 
the American Institute of Architects is only 
awarded at an interval of years, having in 
the course of the last ten years or so, been 
awarded to four different Architects, namely 
Sir Aston Webb, the noted English Archi- 
tect, who was the first to receive this medal, 
Charles F’. McKim, George B. Post and the 
French Architect, Charles Pascal, one of the 
Professors of the Ecole des Beaux Arts. 
These four Architects have received the 
medal in the order mentioned. 

Two somewhat similar medals exist in 
Europe. The one in England, the Queen’s 
Medal, is awarded by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects to men of high profes- 
sional standing and notable artistic achieve- 
ments. In France there is the Grand Medal 
of Honor, given each year in the French 
Salon. ‘This Medal of Honor, which is the 
most coveted prize of the architectural 
world, is awarded each year for works exhib- 
ited in the Salon des Artistes Francaise in 
Paris. 

At the present moment, when for the time 
being at least the artistic center of the world 
seems to have shifted from Paris to New 
York, inasmuch as the great exhibitions of 
Europe are closed on account of the most 
unfortunate war, it is most appropriate that 
the Architectural League should establish 
this medal for Architecture in New York. 

In organizing its rules and regulations 
the Committee which has the matter in 
charge will pattern the system of awards on 
that employed by the French Architects in 
Paris. 


Southern California Chapter,

The eighty-first meeting of the Southern 
California Chapter of the American Insti- 


tute of Architects was held at Los Angeles, 
February 9, 1915. 
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Communications were read: 

From the office of the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Architectural League of 
the Pacific Coast, requesting the appoint- 
ment of a member of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects to act on the Executive Council 
of.the League. 

A letter from Mr. Octavius Morgan, en- 
closing a telegram from Mr. Wm. B. 
Faville, President of the San Francisco 
Chapter, requesting that this Chapter sup- 
port a Bill introduced in the Senate by Sen- 
ator E. S. Birdsall to save the magnificent 
trees on Lincoln Highway between Lake 
Tahoe and Placerville. Mr. Morgan tele- 
yraphed to Senator E. S. Birdsall, assuring 
him of this Chapter’s hearty support in his 
efforts to preserve these trees. 

From Mr. EK. C. Kemper, Acting Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Institute, requesting 
the Secretary to forward him a copy of the 
Code of Ethics of the Southern California 
Chapter, if it differed in any material re- 
spect from the Code of Ethics of the Insti- 
tute. 

From the Acting Secretary to Mr. Kem- 
per advising him that, from a careful survey 
of the minutes, it would appear that the In- 
stitute Code has never been formally adopted 
by this Chapter, and asking his advice as to 
what action should be taken. 

It was moved, duly seconded and carried, 
that this matter be carried over to the next 
meeting of the Chapter as unfinished busi- 
ness. 

The Special Committee on Exhibition re- 
ported that, after a careful canvass of a num- 
ber of the Architects relative to the advisa- 
bility of holding an Architectural Exhibi- 
tion, it would appear unwise to carry out this 
work during the present year, because of 
financial and general business conditions. 

Mr. Percy Eisen next brought up for dis- 
cussion the matter of the County’s employ- 
ing an Architect for the Department of 
Buildings. Mr. Farwell moved, seconded 
by Mr. Wackerbarth, that the President 
appoint a Committee to consult with the 
supervisors urging them to employ more 
expert Architectural services.

It is 
claimed that there are no second-hand or un- 
sanitary materials used in its manufacture, 
which insures the absence of unpleasant 
odors or stains. Stock sizes are 32 and 48 
inches in width, and from 6 to 16 feet in 
length.

because our nation and theirs are unhappily

The Ecole Des Beaux-Arts 

A former student of Tulane University 
recently returned from France, where he 
was a student for several years in the School 
of Fine Arts of Paris, gave a very interest- 
ing talk to the Tulane Architectural Society 
at their last semi-monthly meeting. He 
sketches in an entertaining way Paris life as 
it appears to a foreigner on his first visit, 
and then told about the method of conduct- 
ing the entrance examinations to the Ecole 
which occur every six months. There are 
always five or six hundred applicants for 
admission and of these one hundred French- 
men are taken and thirty-four foreigners. A 
final selection from this group admits fifty 


Frenchmen and seventeen foreigners, and 
the seventeenth foreigner must be as good as 
the fiftieth Frenchman or the number is re- 
duced. The examinations in drawing and 
design last twelve hours, and no student is 
allowed to leave the room during examina- 
tion. An indescribable hubbub of noise pre- 
vails from morn until night, and Mr. Arm- 
strong said that this apparent lack of de- 
corum was somewhat disconcerting at first, 
but was customary and permitted. The 
mathematics test lasts only fifteen minutes, 
but is the most trying of all. One student is 
admitted at a time to the professor who is 
furnished with two protectors and conducts 
his examination orally. The applicant must 
keep his wits about him, as questions may 
be asked from plane, solid and analytic 
geometry, descriptive geometry, algebra and 
ralculus. 

Mr. Armstrong said that the outstanding 
features of the French system of instruction 
which produce such good results were: com- 
petition between students in different ate- 
liers, the custom of students helping each 
other and the methods of giving the prob- 
lem by means of a preliminary sketch en 
loge and requiring the final drawings to be 
handed in on time. 

He gave a very amusing description of 
the famous art-student ball which brings the 
year to a close. Several weeks are spent in 
designing and making costumes, floats, etc., 
and as may be imagined the occasion is ex- 
ceedingly gay and picturesque, somewhat 
shocking, perhaps, but on the whole an ap- 
propriate event and immensely popular.—

Inlaid Slate 


The Inlaid Slate Company, Wickliffe and 
School streets, Newark, N. J., has just is- 
sued a number of folders calling attention 
and illustrating the use of inlaid slate on 
flat roofs or roofs of moderate pitch. It is 
stated that this material fulfills a demand 
for an inexpensive practical and flat roof, 
which will stand such service as walking or 
running over the roof without injury to it. 

The roof is constructed of small squares 
or rectangular pieces of slate, imbedded in 
pitch or asphalt, in much the same manner 
as flat tiles of terra cotta are used for roofing 
purposes.

If louvres 
are used in the openings, they are not harm- 
ful to the free carrying of sound waves if 
placed at such an angie as to make the top 
of one louvre even with the bottom of the 
one above. 

Much useful information concerning 
weights, sizes, character, etc., of bells, illus- 
trations of churches and other structures in 
which they have been erected, and what may 
be expected under a given set of conditions 
is all set forth in these booklets. It is stated 
that the building of chimes has reached a 
degree of perfection comparing favorably 
with other musical instruments. ‘There is no 
longer any experiment about the construc- 
tion of bells or chimes; no element of chance, 
as they are all worked out with an exact pur- 
pose in view, on a certain scientific principle, 
and are of absolutely the same perfect at- 
tunement and temperament, and possess a 
perfect tone-quality.

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Assay Office Facade to be 
Preserved 


The news, published in a recent issue of 
the New York Tribune, that the facade of 
the old assay office at Broad and Nassau 
Streets will be saved, and re-erected on an- 
other site will probably be received with sat- 
isfaction by every one taking an interest in 
the conservation of our fast disappearing 
land-marks. 

The Tribune states that it has excellent 
authority for the assertion that the Govern- 
ment has presented this facade to Robert W. 
DeForest, president of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, and that it will be re-erected 
to form the front of a new building soon to 
be built by the Museum to house Americana. 

The Assay Office was built in 1823, at 
about the height of that period when the 
“Greek revival” in New York City was 
exerting a strong influence on our artistic 
development. 

In a review of this “Greek revival,” 
written by the late Montgomery Schuyler, 
which appeared in the March 1, 1911, issue 
of THe AMERICAN ArcHITECT, the design 
of the Assay Office is attributed to William 
Strickland (1787-1854). In further refer- 
ence to this building,—view of which will be 
found in the issue referred to,—the author 
states: “Having passed through several 
vicissitudes it became Federal property and 
known as the Assay Office. ‘The general 
scheme of the front is of that modernized 
Roman which, in England, is known as 
Georgian, and in this country as Colonial. 
The feature, the tetrastyle order at the cen- 
ter, is engaged in the wall, lifted a basement 
story and limited in width to the base of the 
pediment. The only mark of Hellenism is 
the Greek Ionic of the capital, the first 
example of it in New York and sharply 
enough distinguished from the angular capi- 
tals, which up to then had passed for the only 
Ionic, of which one version may be seen in 
the portico of St. Paul’s, eighty years older 
than the Assay Office, and another is the 
City Hall, twenty years older. 


Annual Report of the American 
Academy in Rome 


The annual report of the American Acad- 
emy in Rome, covering the period from Feb- 
ruary 10, 1914, to December 22, 1914, has 
been received. 

From this report we learn that the officers 
of the institution have, in spite of the existing 
unsettled conditions in Europe, been able to 
proceed with the work as outlined without 
serious curtailment of activities so far as con- 
cerns the full maintenance of the Academy’s 
educational force and the numbers of its stu- 
dents. Assurance is given that owing to 
efficient management the financial affairs of 
the Academy have been placed on a sound 
basis, and the future usefulness of the insti- 
tution is thus made certain. 

The Academy now comprises some five 
buildings. The most important addition is 
the main building, completed and occupied 
last October. This building is very fully 
illustrated in the report.

New Jersey Chapter, A. I. A., 
Protests Changes in Tenement- 
house Law 


Certain proposed amendments to the tene- 
ment house laws in New Jersey are being 
strenuously opposed by the New Jersey 
Chapter, A. I. A. The chapter has ad- 
dressed a communication to the chairman of 
the committee in charge of the bill, set- 
ting forth the fact that the membership is 
strongly of the opinion that the law should 
be strengthened rather than weakened, and 
is unanimously of the opinion that the pro- 
posed amendments are not in the interest of 
the people of New Jersey as a whole and 
should be defeated. 
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No Washington State Architect 


BILL TO CREATE THAT OFFICE AND BUILDING 
COMMISSION KILLED 

The bill designed to create a state building 
commission and to employ a state architect 
at a salary of $5,000 a year was killed in the 
Washington State Senate on a motion to 
indefinitely postpone. 

The bill produced a stormy session for a 
few minutes, Speaker Nichols and others de- 
claring that it would not only cost more to 
put the bill into effect and operate under its 
provisions than it would to continue with 
private architects as at present, but that the 
position of state architect would become a 
purely political job— Tacoma Ledger. 


A Joint Exhibition 
CHICAGO AND ILLINOIS ARCHITECTURAL SOCI- 
ETIES TO HOLD IMPORTANT EXHIBI- 
TION IN APRIL 

The twenty-eighth annual Chicago Archi- 
tectural Exhibition, which will be held in the 
galleries of the Art Institute of Chicago, 
April 8th to April 28th, 1915, will be par- 
ticipated in by the Chicago Architectural 
Club, the Illinois Society of Architects, the 
Illinois Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects and the Art Institute of Chi- 
ago. Preceding exhibitions have been given 
solely by the Chicago Architectural Club. 

The codperation of these four important 
bodies will, it is thought, result in an exhibi- 
tion of such importance as to mark an epoch 
in the architectural history of the Middle 
West. 

The exhibition will be illustrative of archi- 
tecture and the allied arts.

Proposed New Massachusetts 
Building Law 


It is thought that architects throughout 
the State of Massachusetts will endorse that 
feature of the proposed new State building 
law, making its provisions uniform through- 
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out the State, as differing from the many 
local exceptions in the present law. ‘The law 
that is now about to be presented for the 
consideration of the State legislature has 
been prepared by a commission with a view, 
not only to unification, but also the elimina- 
tion of all complex features. 


Springfield, Mass., New Code Is 
Protested by Advertising 
Sign Interests 


That section of the new building ordi- 
nance of Springfield, Mass., restricting the 
activities of the out-of-doors advertising sign 
interests is, according to reports, being hotly 
opposed. 

In a communication addressed by the pro- 
moters of this form of advertising, it is urged 
that the code restricting the size and methods 
of construction of advertising sign boards 
operates against the filling of contracts 
already entered into. ‘The matter is to be 
argued before the Board of Aldermen at an 
early date, and the decision handed down 
will be watched with interest by every one in 
sympathy with the general movement to 
place under restraint a feature that has, in 
the opinion of many, become a violation of 
good taste. 


New York’s Art Commission to 
Undertake Repair of 
City’s Statues 


Acting on the suggestion of Park Com- 
missioner Ward, it is announced that the 
Art Commission of the City of New York 
will undertake the repair and renovation of 
statues and monuments that are .the prop- 
erty of the city. 

Mr. Ward has incorporated in his original 
suggestion the further one that in proceed- 
ing with the work the expert advice of those 
who were responsible for the erection of these 
monuments be taken. 

New York has already had an object les- 
son in the repair of statues. The base of 
St. Gauden’s Farragut in Madison Square, 
designed by Stanford White, was recently 
being renovated and repaired by inexperi- 
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enced workmen. A member of the National 
Sculpture Society noticing the methods em- 
ployed in “restoring” this work, immediately 
filed a protest, and by this means a valu- 
able work of art was probably saved from 
mutilation. 


To Preserve Original Indiana 


State Capitol 

The old State Capitol Building of In- 
diana, located in Corydon, is, it is stated, in 
danger of being razed to make way for new 
structures. 

A number of citizens have signed an 
appeal asking that the legislature take the 
necessary steps to preserve the building. 
The structure, now more than one hundred 
years old, was constructed of native lime- 
stone, with walls two feet thick. It is said to 
be in a good state of preservation.

The eighty-second meeting of the South- 
ern California Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects was held at Los 
Angeles, California, March 9, 1915. 

As guests of the chapter were present 
Mr. Charles Henry Cheney, architect and 
city planner; J. H. Bean, member of the Los 
Angeles City Board of Education; G. Gor- 
don Whitnall, secretary of the City Planning 
Association of Los Angeles: G. D. Donald 
and C. J. Shults, assistants to Mr. Cheney. 

For the Committee on Permanent Legis- 
lation, it was reported that the State Board 
of Architecture had presented certain amend- 
ments to the Practice Law before the pres- 
ent Legislature. 

Communications were next read as follows: 

From Fernand Parmentier, secretary of 
the Southern California Chapter, testifving 
his appreciation in his elevation to fellow- 
ship. 

From the editor of the Daily Report, 
Ontario, requesting that the chapter recom- 
mend an architect to handle certain works of 
a private nature. 

From Mr. EK. C. Kemper, asking the 
cooperation of the chapter in distributing 
institute documents, including the Circular 
of Advice, Competition Program, and the 
Canons of Ethics. 

From Mr. Burt L. Fenner, secretary of 
the American Institute of Architects, ex- 
plaining the purpose and intentions of that 
portion of the by-laws referring to the rec- 
ommendations of chapters for fellowship in 
the institute and advising the chapter that 
nominations will be closed upon May 1, 
1915. It was moved by Mr. Frank D. 
Hudson, duly seconded, that nominations 
for eligible fellows be made from the floor. 
Mr. Octavius Morgan offered a substitute 
motion that all eligibles be regarded as can- 
didates, and that a general ballot be sent out 
to all chapter members containing the names 


of all such eligibles. This substituted mo- 
tion was carried. 

From J. EK. Kienle, executive secretary of 
the Bureau of Housing Commission, City 
of Los Angeles, requesting that the chapter 
appoint a judge for the Architectural Com- 
petition on Housing. Upon motion, J. E. 
Allison was selected to act for the Southern 
California Chapter. 

Under the head of papers and discussions, 
Mr. Charles Henry Cheney gave a_ talk, 
illustrated by lantern slides, on the work of 
the State Bureau on Housing and Immi- 
gration. ‘These pictures presented by Mr. 
Cheney were secured for the State Commis- 
sion from many cities throughout the coun- 
try, and pictured both the evil and the 
remedy. 

Following this most interesting and edu- 
‘ational address, Mr. Cheney presented a 
brief outline of the five Housing Bills now 
before the State Legislature, and the four 
City Planning Bills also in the hands of that 
body for legislative action. 

Mr. Cheney requested the chapter’s en- 
dorsement of these measures, and, upon 
motion, it was resolved that this chapter en- 
dorse the intents and purposes of the City 
Planning Bills now before the Legislature, 
and communicate an endorsement in the 
form of resolutions to the proper parties in 
Sacramento. 

Following a general discussion, it was 
then moved that this chapter endorse the 
principles and purposes of the Housing 
Bills in so far as endorsement was possible 
without a thorough and complete knowledge 
of detailed provisions therein contained; that 
such endorsement be in the form of a reso- 
lution addressed to the proper parties in 
Sacramento, approving the principles of 
improving housing conditions of the poor, 
and providing proper legislation for its 
enforcement. 

Mr. J. H. Bean addressed the chapter 
relative to the work of the Board of Educa- 
tion in improving social conditions about the 
Macy Street School, and other districts. 
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John W. Alexander Resigns the 
Presidency of the National 
Academy 


Discouragement, due to the failure of the 
National Academy to obtain a site for its 
proposed buildings, and an unselfish desire 
to make way for the younger element in the 
organization, are said to be the principal 
motives that have induced John W. Alex- 
ander to resign the presidency of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, after serving for 
eight years. 

In the course of an interview published in 
the daily press, Mr. Alexander is quoted as 
protesting against the apathy of the city 
government towards providing a site on 
which the academy might erect an adequate 
building. 

“We have a splendid city here,’ Mr. 
Alexander said, “and yet when we open an 
art exhibition we are compelled to use a 
small and inadequate gallery. We have 
asked for a site, and the National Academy 
is ready to build the gallery. Nothing has 
been done—and this in New York, the art 
centre of the country.” 

Mr. Alexander’s successor will be elected 
at the annual meeting of the academy on 
April 23rd. Henry W. Watrous, secretary 
of the National Academy, is talked of for 
the place.

Casts have been long ago taken of nearly all 
the details of ornamentation that were de- 
stroyed, he says, and mathematically precise 
documents exist from which the jewel of 
architecture may be reconstructed in every 
detail. 


A Good Suggestion 

A suggestion by Mr. Louis Lott, before 
the Bill-board Commission of Dayton, Ohio, 
is of such a practical nature as to be worthy 
of notice. 

Mr. Lott favors the construction by the 
city of small booths at proper locations as 
store-houses for street cleaners’ implements, 
the walls of which may be rented by the city 
for advertising purposes under the control 
of the art commission. 

While this idea is not a new one, having 
been in a somewhat similar form in practice 
in European cities, its introduction in Amer- 
ica in the manner proposed would seem to 
solve some part of the problem now being 
considered to place street advertising under 
better control than at present.

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An American Mailing System 


A booklet of some twenty pages, recently 
issued by the American Mailing Device Cor- 
poration, 103 Park avenue, New York, and 
other principal cities, illustrates and de- 
scribes in some detail the American Mailing 
System of mail chutes which it is stated were 
officially approved for use by the postoffice 
department of the United States Govern- 
ment, April 16, 1914. 

There can be no dissent from the statement 
appearing on the first page of this booklet, 
to the effect that the mailing chute as used 
and regulated by the United States free col- 
lection service needs no introduction to the 
architects and owners of modern buildings 
in the United States. The American Mail- 
ing System is described, however, as a com- 
plete revolution in the manufacture of mail 
chutes. The business of the American Mail- 
ing Device Corporation, of which Mr. I. 
Townsend Burden is president, and chair- 
man of the Board, is the manufacturing, sell- 
ing and installing of the American Non- 
Clogging Mail Chute, to meet the require- 
ments of the United States Postoffice regula- 
tions, and the special demands of the archi- 
tect. It is stated that the great fault of all 
mail chutes heretofore manufactured has 
been that of frequent clogging, and that the 
American Mail Chute will not clog. 

The method of drawing the channel of the 
chute and the arrangement of the interior is 
said to produce a lateral motion in the fall- 
ing or dropping letter of continually push- 
ing the sharp edge of the letter toward a 
rounded corner of the interior of the chute. 
It is claimed that this one improved feature 
of the American Mail Chute will save the 
postal authorities hours of trouble and an- 
noyance, owners hundreds of dollars in ex- 
pense, and the public the annoyance of 
delayed mail. 

The interior of this chute is said to be con- 
trolled by the Government lock and key, by 
means of which every part of it is made 
readily accessible to any one authorized to 
open the chute, as all sections of the front 


are removable in convenient parts. ‘These 
sections are set in the chute and, it is stated, 
are locked invisibly every eighteen inches 
down the entire front section, in a manner 
which absolutely precludes the possibility of 
the chute being opened by prying it apart. 

The two types of chutes which are already 
being manufactured can be finished in any 
style desired by the architect. In addition to 
the four standard styles of finish, the angle 
back and chute channels can be finished in 
any color or to match marble, wood, or any 
other material. 

The company is also prepared to furnish 
to architects mail chutes finished and mail 
chute boxes from the architect’s designs.

Edward D. Lindsey, architect, died on 
May 1, at his home in Flushing, L. I., He 
was 64 years old. 

Mr. Lindsey, in addition to his many im- 
portant activities during a long term of 
practice, was for a number of years professor 
of Applied Art at Princeton University.

BOOK NOTE 
REJERIA OF THE SPANISH RENAISSANCE. 

By Arthur Byne and Mildred Stapley. 

Full Cloth. 101 pp. Size, 12 x 17 inches. 

With frontispiece in color and 26 full- 

page illustrations. Published in New 

York by the Hispanic Society of America. 

Price, $5. 

This sumptuous volume is number eighty- 
seven of a series of publications issued by 
the Hispanic Society of America intended 
to perpetuate the artistic history of Spain. 
The work of this society, under the patron- 
age and presidency of Mr. Archer M. Hunt- 
ington, has proved of great importance and 
of an educational value that cannot be over- 
estimated. The present volume, the joint 
authorship of Arthur Byne and Mildred 
Stapley, comprises a collection of photo- 
graphs and a descriptive article of the “Re- 
jeria,” or wrought-iron screens, produced 
by craftsmen in iron during the Spanish 
renaissance. We learn that as the high 
altars of Christian temples were from the 
beginning supplied with rich furnishings, 


some measure of protection became neces- 
sary to prevent their spoliation, and at the 
same time leave the altar and its treasures 
visible to the worshipers. 'The screens fash- 
ioned for this purpose became known as 
Re jas. 

The reader is further informed of the 
arly types and the artistic development of 
these Rejeria: how from a merely utilitarian 
obstacle to the sacred enclosure those iron 
grilles developed into most beautiful exam- 
ples of the ironworker’s art ever known in 
Spain, and perhaps not excelled by any 
other nation. 

In view of the comparatively short life 
of modern ironwork, its tendency to rust 
even when the best-known protective meas- 
ures are used, it is interesting to learn of 
the methods employed to give such endur- 
ance to wrought iron that examples created 
four centuries ago are today as strong and 
fulfill their purpose as well as when first 
produced. 

Quoting from this book: “Its making 
(the spindle form) was extremely difficult. 
To serve its ever varying diameter, the iron- 
worker had to hammer and weld together an 
infinite number of short bits of metal, each 
slightly thicker than the last. But that 
greater labor of his has been rewarded: those 
myriad of blows so strengthened the molecu- 
lar adhesion of the iron that it has remained 
intact, even in thin embossed plates, after 
four hundred years’ exposure to all the 
extremes of Spanish climate.” 

This very important contribution to the 
history of art and craftsmanship during the 
middle ages will undoubtedly be well re- 
ceived. In addition to an accurate and 
appreciative description of a beautiful phase 
of art, it may with reason be expected to 
stimulate a revival of the use of ironwork 
in this country. 

The many illustrations make available to 
the modern designer a large amount of sug- 
gestive material of the highest value. 
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Kahn Pressed Steel Building 
Construction 

The 'Trussed Concrete Steel Company, 
Youngstown, O., with offices in principal 
cities, has recently developed a new type of 
construction, consisting of pressed _ steel 
framework, with metal lath, stucco, concrete 
and plaster. 

A pamphlet illustrating and describing 
this system has just been published, and will 
be sent free to architects and engineers mak- 
ing application for it. 

It would seem that this new type of build- 
ing construction would have a wide field of 
application, its two principal uses being, 
first, in connection with floors of stores, 
apartment houses and small buildings gener- 
ally, and, second, in multiple or group houses 
for mines and industrial plants. 

In floors, Kahn Pressed Steel Beams 
eliminate inflammable wood joists, giving a 
permanent construction of unusual strength. 
Upon these beams, which are placed 2314 
inches on centers, is laid “g-inch Hy-Rib 
lath, and concrete applied. Where a wood 
floor is desired, wood sleepers are attached 
to the pressed steel beams by nailing between 
the channels. For the ceiling under the 
beams the *%g-inch Hy-Rib lath is readily 
attached by means of prongs on the under- 
side of the beams. All of the pressed steel 
members are completely fabricated in the 
shops, eliminating all cutting and fitting on 
the job. A floor of this nature, it is said, 
costs very little more than wood joists and 
lath, is constructed more rapidly, and is, in 
the long run, more economical owing to its 
fireproofness and permanence. 

In the case of multiple houses, the Kahn 
Pressed Steel Construction furnishes a per- 
manent house, which can be erected at mini- 
mum cost. It is said that this construction 
is the result of a number of vears of study 
and experiment. All wood is entirely elimi- 
nated from the structural parts of the build- 
ing. In spite of this, the structure can be 
erected, it is claimed, more rapidly and easier 
than even the simplest wood construction. 
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Pressed steel members are all completely 
fabricated at the factory and provided with 
all connections, punching, ete., that may be 
necessary. ‘To join them together the sim- 
plest connection imaginable has been de- 
vised; one that entirely eliminates all bolt- 
ing, punching or riveting. 

The Hy-Rib lath construction is merely 
hung over the prongs on the steel members 
and the prongs are bent down by a blow of 
the hammer. After lath has been ap- 
plied all that is necessary is to plaster the 
house inside and outside. 

Kahn Pressed Steel Construction is said 
to have all of the advantages of low cost, 
fireproofness, permanence and_ sanitation. 
There is nothing about it to burn or rot; it 
is practically germproof and sanitary in 
every way. The time required for the erec- 
tion of one of these houses is claimed to be 
less than half of that required in a frame 
house of equal size. 

When it is considered that the cost of con- 
struction compares favorably with wood 
houses, and is much less expensive than other 
types of permanent construction, it would 
seem as though Kahn Pressed Steel Con- 
struction would be promptly and widely 
adopted.

John W. Alexander, President of 
National Academy, Dies at 58 
John White Alexander, born in 1857 and 

recently president of the National Academy, 

died on June 1. Probably no contempora- 
neous artist has been more favorably re- 
garded than Mr. Alexander. His rare abil- 
itv as an artist was early recognized and 
secured for him a high place among living 

American painters. 

With unusual artistic force he com- 
bined the most essential qualities of man- 
hood and good citizenship. His loss to the 
cause of art in America is very great. 

Every honor possible to bestow in recog- 
nition of high ability was accorded Mr. Alex- 
ander. His work has found permanent 


place in all the dignified collections through- 
out the art world. 

His great regret expressed but a short 
while before his death was that he had not 
been successful in securing during his term 
as president a site and permanent home for 
the National Academy. 

There can be no doubt that he labored 
long and earnestly in that direction and by 
his well directed efforts had made more easy 
the work of his successors.

Southern California Chapter, A.I. A. 

The eighty-fourth meeting of the South- 
ern California Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Architects was held at Los An- 
geles, on May 11, 1915. 

For the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion, Mr. Elmer Grey presented certain 
objections to methods employed by the Los 
Angeles City Art Commission in criticizing 
architectural works and suggested that the 
Southern California Chapter offer the sery- 
ices of a committee of three to the Mayor, 
they to act in an advisory capacity to the 
Municipal Art Commission in all problems 
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purely architectural. It was pointed out 
that at the coming election a Board of Free 
Holders would be elected to frame a new 
charter and that this Chapter could best ac- 
complish its ends by leaving the matter in the 
hands of the Chapter’s City Planning Com- 
mittee, with authority to take the matter up 
after the election. Mr. Morgan’s motion 
was withdrawn and the matter was left in 
this manner. 

For the Committee on the Law of 1872, 
Mr. J. E. Allison presented a report outlin- 
ing the history of this Chapter’s attack on the 
law and the final successful repeal. A unan- 
imous vote of thanks was extended to the 
committee for their work in bringing about 
the repeal of this law. 

Communications were next read as fol- 
lows: 

From S. Tilden Norton, Vice-President, 
advising this Chapter that approximately 
115 Eastern Institute members would visit 
the coast on the special excursion arranged 
by the Institute authorities. ‘This excursion 
would likely take place some time in the 
month of November. 

From the Architectural League of the Pa- 
cific Coast requesting an expression from 
this Chapter as to the desirability of continu- 
ing the League’s existence. 

Under the head of unfinished business, 
upon motion made, duly seconded and car- 
ried, the Southern California Chapter re- 
signed from the Architectural League of the 
Pacific Coast. 

The adoption of the A. I. A. Code of 
Ethics was deferred until the next meeting. 


The Florida Registration Law 


The bill creating the state board of archi- 
tects and providing for regulation and 
examination of all architects practicing their 
profession in the state of Florida, has passed 
the senate, and, having been passed by the 
house formerly, has been certified to that 
body as notice of completion of legislative 
action on it. It now goes to the governor for 
signature. 

Before passage the bill was amended so as 
to make $20 instead of $25 the license and 
further amended so as not to apply to build- 
ings costing less than $5,000.

The editor has taken for the subject of 
the May issue of this publication a general 
consideration of the responsibility which at- 
taches to our every act whether it be of com- 
mission or omission and has delivered a 
preachment thereon that it will profit any 
one to read. Concerning the manufacturer’s 
responsibility, it is stated as the idea of the 
Pomeroy Company that he must make his 
product as good as it can be made, regardless 
of competitive standards. It is acknowl- 
edged that such a creed complicates the sell- 
ing problem, but in the long run results in 
satisfaction to maker and buyer, which it is 
opined is the only sound basis for a perma- 
nent, growing, honest business. It is claimed 
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that Pomeroy Fire Retardant Windows are 
inade as good as fire windows can be made. 
As a result, they cost the manufacturer 
more, and frequently, but not always, cost 
the buyer more, but it is stated that the man- 
ufacturer of these windows has vet to learn 
of a buyer of Pomeroy windows who has not 
found by experience that they are worth all 
he paid for them.

Death of Noted Teacher of 
Architecture 

Dr. William Robert Ware, Professor 
Kimeritus of Architecture of Columbia Uni- 
versity, died June 9 at his home in Milton, 
Mass., in his eighty-fourth vear. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1852. Until 
1881 he applied himself to the pedagogy of 
architecture, at the same time working as 
an architect in Boston. During that period 
he was Professor of Architecture at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and 
the Lawrence Scientific School. In 1881 he 
came to New York and joined the Faculty 
of Columbia, being retired as Emeritus Pro- 
fessor twelve vears ago.

He was a Fellow of 
the American Institute of Architects and 
of the American Academy of Arts and Sci- 
ences and also an Honorary Correspondent 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects. 
Harvard conferred the degree of LL.D. on 
him in 1896. 


University of Michigan Re-desig- 
nation of Colleges 

At a recent meeting of the Board of 
Regents of the University of Michigan, the 
designation of “colleges” of engineering and 
architecture was adopted in place of the 
former “departments” of engineering and 
architecture. 


In this organization, the college of archi- 
tecture controls its programs in architecture 
and architectural engineering, while the col- 
lege of engineering controls the various 
courses in civil, mechanical, electrical, chem- 
ical, and marine engineering.

The importance of structural steel in 
modern construction has led to many experi- 
ments and tests that have furnished exhaus- 
tive knowledge of the conduct of materials 
under given conditions. These tests and 
observations are in engineering practice as 
the charted seas to the mariner. 

Mr. Ketchum has produced a work en- 
cyclopeedic in character. Part 1, running 
through seventeen chapters and six hundred 
pages, is a discussion of modern use and 
adaptation of structural steel, while Part 
II presents three hundred pages of struc- 
tural tables. 

While the number of pages in the book 
is unusual, the thin paper of good quality 
used, and a well-made flexible cover, con- 
fines the size to less than two inches in thick- 
ness and presents a not bulky volume of 
handy reference. 

The book will commend itself to men in 
practice.

That the early history of the American 
colonies was marked both by a high degree 
of ethical impulse and by architectural 
achievements of notable excellence, needs no 
further or more convincing proof than that 
attained by a survey of their religious edi- 
fices. In spirit, they embody the essentials 
of a high and direct moral sincerity, while 
in design they are dignified and individual 
expressions of an architectural instinct that 
are unsurpassed even by their English 
prototypes. 

Mr. Embury has performed a real service 
both to architectural and ecclesiastical liter- 


ature by a timely collection of practically all 
the examples of the period presented both in 
photograph and in the form of historical 
data. The illustrations are admirable, while 
the text is written in a lucid and scholarly 
style that is particularly readable. The field 
covered by the book is approximately that 
from 1638 to 1830, or up to the days of the 
Greek revival, subdivided into the work in 
New England, the Middle and Southern 
States of the different centuries. 

The author does not insist too strongly 
upon the freedom from pedantry that char- 
acterized the work of the early designers or 
upon its positive importance as a separate 
artistic movement comparable with the best 
periods of the past.

Filtros Wheel 

The General Filtration Company, Inc., 
Cutler Building, Rochester, N. Y., has just 
issued Bulletin W, which is devoted to a 
description with numerous illustrations of 
the Robacher Filtros Wheel, which is de- 
scribed as a continuous rotary vacuum filter. 
While rotary vacuum filters of various types 
have been on the market for years, this new 
filtros wheel is said to contain more novel 
and interesting features, which should in- 
sure for it wide application in many in- 
dustrial operations. During the last fifteen 
years, more than 100 patents have been is- 
sued for continuous rotary filters, varying 
greatly in mechanical design, but with lit- 
tle departure in the filtering medium proper, 
and with, it is stated, apparently too little 
attention given to the maintenance of the 
filter in the most efficient condition. 

The filter here described is virtually a 
wheel with shaft, hub, spokes, and rim. The 
standard size is designated as a _ ten-foot 
wheel, which refers to the actual filtering 
area, though the rotary projections on the 
rim make an over-all diameter of ten feet 
six inches. For ordinary work, the wheel is 
made entirely of cast-iron, but for special 
purposes, other materials can be used, such 
as wood and various acid-resisting alloys. 

The wheel is divided into sixteen separate 
compartments; each compartment is entirely 
isolated from the others. Kach compartment 
carries through its center a flat vertical web 
covering entire area, except at the hand-hole 
near the hub; this web carries at right angles 
on both sides a series of concentric webs, 
which are also cast in and spaced about three 
inches apart, and serve as a firm and rigid 
support for the filtering medium proper, 
which covers both faces of the wheel. 

The filtering medium proper is Filtros, 
a comparatively porous mineral medium, 
which has been prepared in special segmental 
shapes for this Filtros Wheel, and which 
shapes are bolted on to the faces of the wheel 
through a center hole in each section. <A 
two-inch thick plate has, it is stated, been 
found most desirable for this wheel. 


It is claimed that there are many and ob- 
vious advantages in using a porous mineral 
medium, instead of the usual canvas or other 
fibrous covers and, with ordinary care and 
attention, it should last as long as the iron 
work itself.

The power plant for air 
compressing may be located in the house, ga- 
rage or basement of any building, and at 
any reasonable distance from the spring or 
well, so that no special pump house need be 
built over the well. The convenience of lo- 
‘ating the operating machinery without ref- 
erence to the well is one that will doubtless 
be appreciated. The motive power may be 
electricity or gasoline. Electrically operated 
equipments are supplied with an automatic 
starting and stopping controller, so that at- 
tendance is reduced to an occasional oiling 
and cleaning of the machinery.

The undersigned Committee of architects has visited the place of business of Gillis & Geoghegan at 
537 West Broadway and compared hoists in stock with the catalogue of the firm, submitted to it for the 
purpose, and finds them correctly described and illustrated therein. It also 
finds these hoists properly designed and constructed. The Committee has 
inspected several installations in New York City and vicinity, finding them 
satisfactory in operation. 





The Committee made several suggestions with reference to the de- 
scriptive text and illustrations in the catalogue which the manufacturer 
agreed to adopt. 








The Committee commends the following features :—Strength, com- 
pactness (occupies very little space in cellar), ease of installation, con- 
venience and ease of operation, and the facts that it telescopes out of 
sight below the sidewalk, and that one man can raise several cans without 
leaving the sidewalk level to hook on each can. This is done by arranging 
the cans around the base of the hoist, then ascending to the sidewalk level 
and fishing the hook on the end of the cable into the bail of each suc- 
cessive can to be raised, without leaving the sidewalk. The Committee 
recommends the use of cans with bails, for this reason. 

The Committee thought that hooking the cans from above would be 
facilitated by having the hook on the end of the cable open a little wider. 
This improvement the manufacturer agreed to make. 

The position of the operator on the sidewalk serves to guard an open 
hatchway and places him out of reach of accident from anything falling 
through it. 

The Committee also inspected the G & G Sidewalk Door Opening 
and Closing Device, and commends its heavy construction, ease of in- 
stallation, simplicity and fewness of parts, obviating liability to get out 
of order. Being properly counter-weighted it is easy of operation, re- 
lieving the working parts of strain, and lengthening the life of the equip- 
ment. An important feature is the self-locking of the doors, whether 
open or shut. This device is applicable to any style of sidewalk door, old or new. 

The firm of Gillis & Geoghegan, manufacturers of these hoists, is an old and well-known firm of 
heating contractors in New York City.

‘The 
Committee has inspected several installations in New York City 
and vicinity, finding them satisfactory in operation. 





The Committee made several suggestions with reference to the 
descriptive text and illustrations in the catalogue which the manu- 
facturer agreed to adopt. 


The Committee commends the following features :—Strength, 
compactness (occupies very little space in cellar), ease of installa- 
tion, convenience and ease of operation, and the facts that it tele- 
scopes vut of sight below the sidewalk, and that one man can raise 
several cans without leaving the sidewalk level to hook on each can. 
This is done by arranging the cans around the base of the hoist, 
then ascending to the sidewalk level and fishing the hook on the 
end of the cable into the bail of each successive can to be raised, 
without leaving the sidewalk.
